EDMONTON — Towns, villages, 
municipalities and municipal hos¬ 
pital districts throughout the pro¬ 
vince are taking another step this 1 
month towards providing citizens 
with low cost hospital care. 

Preparations are being made to 
provide financial aid to pay for 
special hospital services to pa¬ 
tients of the province’s hospitals. 
These special services include cer¬ 
tain drugs, tests and treatments 
not contained in standard ward 
care. 

Already a high percentage of 
Albertans is receiving low cost 
standard ward care through the 
government’s $l-a-day plan. It 
provides for the patient to pay $1 
a day for standard ward care, the 
remainder of the actual cost to be 
split 50-50 by the province and the 
municipality or hospital district. 
This scheme does not include the 
cost of the so-called hospital ex¬ 
tras. 

At the last session of the legis¬ 
lature an amendment to the Hos¬ 
pitals Act was passed providing for 
the new service. Basically it will 
operate on the same principles as 
the first scheme. 

Taxpayers in districts which ac¬ 
cept the plan automatically will 
receive the. assistance, while non¬ 
ratepayers in these areas will be 
able to buy annual contracts, sup¬ 
plementing the hospitalization 
tofilram~Wiany Of them now hold 
for standard ward care. 

In letters sent to hospital boards, 
city, town, village and municipal 
administrations, the provincial de¬ 
partment of health suggests that 
immediate action should be taken 
to bring the new plan into effect 
July 1. Districts which plan to 
carry out this suggestion will be 
selling the contracts for non-rate¬ 
payers this month. 

Dr. M. G. McCallum, director of 
hospital and medical services, said 
indications are that almost all the 
districts in the present plan will 
accept the new one. 

At least one district has stated 
it would not enter the plan at 
present, fearing it would be un¬ 
able to bear the extra cost. Ed¬ 
monton’s city council, which ac¬ 
cepted the plan recently, was told 
it would cost city taxpayers about 
$150,000 over a 12-month period. 
Of course, it would cost much less 
in the smaller rural districts and 
in small cities, towns and villages 

There are 100 approved hospitals 
in the province, including six in 
Edmonton and Calgary. About 90 
are in rural areas, of which 57 are 
municipally-owned and 31 operat¬ 
ed by one of the Catholic orders. 

Sixty-five percent of the prov¬ 
ince's villages are in areas where 
the $l-a-day plan has been ac¬ 
cepted, while almost all the rural 
municipal districts are covered. 
Dr. McCallum estimated that a 
potential of 90 percent of Alberta 
citizens could be covered, as they 
live where the scheme is an oper¬ 
ation. An aotual two-thirds of the 
population are receiving the ser¬ 
vice, he said. 

The extras plan has been en¬ 
dorsed by the hospital association 
of the province. The issociation 
recommended one change, which 
the government planned to imple¬ 
ment through an order-in-council. 
This plan can be placed in opera¬ 
tion only where the original plan 
has been accepted. In addition 
non-ratepayers must be holders of 
the standard ward contracts before 
being eligible for contracts to 
cover the extras. 

A daily rate has been set, repre¬ 
senting the cost of the extra ser¬ 
vices. It varies depending oh the 
rating of the hospital In each case 
the patient pays 25 per cent of the 
accepted daily rate, with the local 
authority or hospital board split¬ 
ting the remainder with the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Rate for An “A" hospital is $4 
a day; in a \’B” it is $3.20; “C” - 
$2.40; “D”—$2 and "E”—$1.20 

Thus a patient in a .’B" hospital 
wmuld pay 80 cents a day towards 
the services. 

Included in the extras are “all 
hospital procedu-.-cs. services, care 
tests, drugs, dressings and medica¬ 
tions as are not included in stan¬ 
dard ward care and are necessary 
for the proper care, diagnosis and 
treatment of' the patient. . .” 
There are some exceptions in¬ 
cluding cortisone and ACTH and 
some other drugs and appliances, 
anaesthetist services and drugs 
placed on the market after Jilne 
30. 

Patients will still have to pay 
for doctors’ care, but the two plans 
will take a large burden from the 
shoulders of persons requiring hos¬ 
pitalization.

President, Mrs. J. Ausgaard; treas¬ 
urer, Mrs M. Johnson; secretary, 
Anne Ausgaard. No minutes book 
is available and the cash book is 
rather vague as to how many 
members joined at that meeting 
but some of the names are still 
familiar ones around the Luth¬ 
eran church. Many of the members 
in those far off days would drive 
to the meetings picking up other 
members just as is the custom to¬ 
day but instead of the sleek pow¬ 
erful cars of now they drove teams 
and buggies. All dreamed of going 
to the Aid without a hat. Many of 
the homes were small, only one or 
at moslt three rooms and furnish¬ 
ings were not too plentiful so 
boxes covered with quilts were 
pressed into service to accommo¬ 
date the visitors. 

The same procedure is followed 
today when an extra large turn¬ 
out is present. Some homes were 
pupered by simply using newspap¬ 
er for wallpaper but the meetings 
were well attended and interest 
keen. It was .to help the church 
and no better cause ever existed. 
No meeting is ever quite complete 
without a lunch and those early 
years were the First Great War 
years and so the hostesses would 
save precious sugar to be able to 
have lots of cake for th? lunch 
and Mrs. Ole Nelson and Mrs. 
Austin Johnson always served 
Lefse when it was their turn to 
entertain. Among the names of 
those early members who are still 
members are: Mrs. Morseth _ and 
Mrs Pete Soli Mrs. Krist Hellcv- 
ang. another name, now resides in 
Ladner, B.C. Many of the others 
have their names on the stones at 
the head of a plot in the church 
yard of the church they loved and 
desired to serve.

’’Aid' members it always proves an 
afternoon of happy fellowship.
